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Fire Ararm Tetrorarn.—The question 
of putting in the fire alarm telegraph, which 
is to come before the voters of the town on 
Monday, is one that should claim their ear- 
nest attention. Ina town ot the size of this 
the necessity of having the best means of ex- 
tinguishing fires is self-apparent, and needs 
no argument to demonstrate it, and in noth- 
ing is the adage, ‘‘a stitch in time saves 
nine,” found to be truer than as regards 
fires. A fire that a stream from a hydrant, 
if applied in the nick of time would extin- 
guish with but a few dollars’ loss, and a few 
moments’ time, in five minutes dooms the 
building to destruction, and its owner, or the 
insurance companies, to great loss. Wo- 
burn is spread over so much territory, that 
it is impossible to get an alarm from many 
parts of the village to the nearest hose house 
in time for the firemen to save the endan- 
gered property. This subject should be 
carefully considered before town meeting 
And it may be mentioned that a fire-alarm 
system can be putin operation to-day for 
less than one-third the cost reported by the 
committee who investigated the matter at 
the Town’s instance some years ago.

ed part, the first passage of the ocean, is 
take courage for all that remains. 

On the day of starting, the wind blew 
sharp from shore off Sandy Hook, and the 
sun shone with dazzling brightness on the 
sea. ‘The deck of our ship trod even and 
steady as the house floor beneath our feet, 
and all looked fair for a pleasant passage to 
the end of our course. A little way out at 
sea there came onathin white mist shutting 
out the last view of shore. The Cunard 
steamer Gallia, that started at the same time 
with us, turned off to the north of our 
course and in the distance it looked like a 
spectre ship hanging between sea and sky. 
The wind grew stronger and stronger from 
the west. Soon we had square sails set on 
two masts, from deck to topgallant, and the 
steamer swept on at high speed, ploughing 
the plain of the deep with its double share 
of iron, four hundred and thirty feet long, 
forty feet deep and as many wide, throwing 
white furrows either way as it went, yet 
leaving no trace of its track behind. And 
now the ship began to roll, the walkers on 
deck reeled like drunken men, and the tall 
masts surged to and fro like the topmost 
branches of the forest in a winter storm. 
And so the first night of our voyage came on 
in grand style to try the sea-going capacities 
of allon board. 

In the gray light of the next morning the 
ship still rocked and rolled and rushed on 
its way with frantic speed, like some wild 
prairie horse that had been caught and bound 
for awhile, and then had broken loose from 
captivity, and was again rejoicing in the 
freedom of the boundless plains which had 
been his native home. The best of the sea- 
going passengers showed signs of weariness 
from the night's tossing, butall were glad that 
the strong wind had come to the help of 
steam in bearing us more swiftly on our way. 
The seven o'clock lunch was served to more 
in bed than at board, and the empty chairs 
at the nine o'clock breakfast were more 
than the filled.

To believe in God is 
to love Him for Himself. Cones rning man, 
he preached the hopeful gospel of faith and 
trust in human nature which is godlike in 
capacity. We gain nothing for piety when 
we depreciate the soul. The sense of duty 
God's best gift to man. Of Jesus, he 
taught that God manifested Himself spe- 
cially in him, but he was of our common 
nature; he is in the circle of humanity. He 
has philanthropy unbounded; his salvation 
is release from all low and debasing idea. 
We are to love him for his benevolence, 
his gentle spirit, his magnanimity. When 
he spoke of christianity and the Bible, he 
was hampered by the lack of scholarship of 
his day. Yet he said many grand words 
that breathe the spirit of rational method. 
He was more sure that his rational nature 
was from God than that any book is the ex- 
pression of his will.

A poor Chinaman com- 
pelled to pay a license of SLO per month, if 
he delivers his ‘‘ washee ’ in a hand basket, 
while the Caucassian laundryman who de- 
work by means of a two-horse 
wagon, only asked for $1 amonth. It 
may be noted that Miss Eastman’s conclu- 
sions on this subject are shared by a great 
many unprejudiced men who have taken the 
trouble to investigate it, and it appears that 
the Chinese are in reality a more valuabl 
class than their persecutors to the country.

A Solid 10 per cent. for Woburn. 
During the week there have been some 
little circulars distributed about town, with 
the above heading, which the body of the 


document failed to explain or substantiate. | 


What it means it is our purpose to show. 
Last week an item in the Journatr alluded 
to a meeting of some of our business men 
with representatives of the National Sewing 
Machine company. 
first ‘formal step in reference to the com- 
pany’s moving their factory from Boston 
where itis now located, to Woburn. The 
object of this moving is two-fold, or more 
properly speaking, three-fold. In the first 
place the company having won several im- 
portant suits in the courts, which have given 
the absolute and complete control of all im- 
portant patents issued to various parties for 
wax-thread sewing machines and attach- 
ments finds itself in too limited quarters and 
unable to supply the increasing demand for 
its goods. Secondly, they also find that to 
meet this demand they must not only have 
more room, but more capital as well, and 
they propose that if Woburn capitalists will 
purchase $50,000 worth of their stock, 
they will move here, build a factory and 
largely increase their business. The third 
thing to be considered is the prosperity and 
growth of Woburn, which it is believed will 
be substantially augmented by the acquisi- 
tion of the business of this concern. 

Of course the first and most important 
question that occurs to the minds of those 
who are in a position to give substance and 
reality to this scheme is, Will it pay for me 
to put my money in it? To answer this per- 
tinent query it may first be said that the 
matter has been thoroughly investigated by 
some of our most acute business men and 
pronounced to be a good investment, as far 
as can be judged. But even this is not suffi- 
cient. Whatever degree of confidence a man 
may repose in the judgment or ability of his 
neighbor, he will net invest a nickle on his 
recommendation. He must himself see the 
balance sheet and the order book. Wehavé 
no array of figures to present, but from fa 
personai examination of the book: keepays 
statement it appears the company are doing 
a business which will at the least calculation 
return a dividend of 10 per cent. yearly $n 
the capital stock. When it is remembered 
that it is only since last September that this 
company has been formed as it now exists, 
and that its history previous to that date is 
one of hard-fought and dearly-won patent 
snits and bitter and persistent opposition 
from rival concerns, it must be admitted that 
this is a showing that warrants the belief that 
the outlook for prospective profit is as good 
as is claimed for the past at least, and the 
prospects are all in favor of a larger increase. 
‘This company own or control all patents of 
any importance that are used in the manu- 
facture of wax-thread sewing Machines, and 
has consevuently a monopoly Of them. The 
machines are used in sewing shoes, harness, 
and all kinds of leather goods and are pro- 
nounced by eminent authority as indispensi- 
ble. They may therefore be considered as 
staple goods, and their manufacture no more 
liable to come to an end than the making of 
wheat into flour. 

It is not our purpose, however, 
the cause of the National Sewing Machine 
company, They do not come to Woburn in 
the guise of beggars, and standin no need of 
the services of any one’s pen to demonstrate 
the excellence of their machines or the pros- 
pect of their doing a paying business in the 
future. They simply find themselves placed 
in such a position that it becomes desirable 
to made the changes in their business indi- 
cated above, and a gentleman interested in 
the town has drawn their attention to Wo- 
burn as a desirable location for them to carry 
out their plans. It is simply a question as 
to whether men who have money to invest 
will put it into a concern that is reasonably 
sure to return large dividends and at the 
same time benefit the town. The need of 
encouraging manufacturing interests to lo- 
cate here is too apparent to need a word of 
explanation or argument. Any town labors 
under a dtsadvantage if its manufacturing 
business is all in one line, however good that 
may be. Here variety is not only the spice 
of life, but has very much to do with the 
quality and vitality of the life itself. Let the 
ice once be broken and other concerns will 
follow of their own will. But first it must 
be made apparent that they will be welcome, 
and the reputation for conservatism which 
Woburn has justly or unjustly obtained 
must be dissipated before enterprising firms 
will look our way with much favor. Patriot- 
ism, love of country and home is oftentimes 
as vividly shown by the man who invests his 
money at home as by he who draws his 
sword in its defence, and now seems to be 
the time to test the amount of that substance 
here.

The Public Library. 

fis the last day of April the library 

Closed its full year of public service in the 

present building. Strong hopes were enter- 

tained when it entered on its new career, of 


the extent to which it would be patronized 
and serve as an educator as well as an agree- 
able companion of leisure hours was a prob- 
lem to be solved. The annual report made 
up to March 1, gave a most satisfactory 
| showing of the work that had been accom- 
plished. The reading had exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations. And this not 
only in the borrowing of books to be read at 
home, but in the large use of periodicals and 
books of reference in the reading room. The 
number of books delivered for the ten months 
to March 1 was 50,548, and it was believed 
whea the full year closed the number would 
reach 61,548. It is gratifying to record that 
the deliveries for the last two months have 
more than justified that estimate, having 
been 11,565 and making the total for the 
year 62,112, If the periodical reading and 
the use of reference books were to be put 
into statistical form, as they are in many li- 
braries, they would no doubt carry the num- 
ber of volumes used to about ‘ The 
records of any public library in the state 
may be fairly challenged to show so large a 
| reading, taking into account our population 
and active industries. Itis true that a large 
| part of the reading is of a desultory and mis- 
| cellaneous character, though there are a few 
persons who have made special studies in 
some division of history or science. It is 
very desirable that more persons, particu- 
larly the young, should be interested in spe- 
cial investigations. It matters but little what 
direction one’s inquires may take (though 
they will naturally follow the bent of the 
mind), when once fairly entered upon they

| Their best efforts however, could not pre-

The buildings burned were 
Henry Young, Jr.’s machine shop belonging 
to James Buel, and valued at 83,000, in- 
sured in Atna and Springfield for $2,000; 
a barn also the property of Mr. Buel, worth 
$800 and insured for 8500 in the Western 
company of Toronto; dwelling house occu- 


pied by Mr. Young and owned by the 
Boston Five Cents Savings Bank, insured 
for $1,000, and the Gilcreast hook and 


ladder house belonging to the town and un- 
fortunately notinsured. A house belonging 
to Mr. Buel, and Dr. DeNoyer’s barn were 
slightly damaged, both insured. The other 
losses were Henry Young, Jr., machinery, 
tools and stock destroyed to the value of 
$10,000, insured 
Liverpool, Insurance company of North 
America, and Lancashire; Henry Young, 
Jr., household furniture 8700, uninsured; 
workmen in Youngs’s machine shop in tools, 
ete., $1,500; E. B. Parkhurst who occupied 
the second story of the machine shop in 
designs, plans, tools, ete., $700, insured for 
$300 in the North German; James N. Dow, 
machinery, $200; Fred. Buel, machinery, 
tools and stock, $800, insured in Liverpool, 
London and Globe for $500; Henry Young, 
Jr., horse, 3100; Flint & Buel, machinery 
and patterns, $1,500, insured for 8500 in 
the Liverpool, London and Globe; W. W. 
Hill, machine for preparing drugs, $75. 
These figures do not adequately represent 
the real loss; the loses of Mr. Young in 
patterns and machinery in process of con- 
struction, and of Mr. Parkhurst in models, 
drawings, etc., cannot be easily estimated. 

The fire department responded promptly 
to the alarm and worked hard and effectively, 
} as the area to which the fire was confined is 
sufficient testimony.

TAMMANY HALL. 

The Tammany Hall organization consists 
of three parts: first, the secret society 
known as the ‘* Tammany Society, or Co- 
lumbian Order,” which was founded in 1789, 
in the first month of Washington’s adniinis- 
tration, and was incorporated in 1805; which 
erected the building on the corner of Nassau 
and Frankfort streets formerly known as 
Tammany hall, and controls by lease the 
present hall on Fourteenth street; secondly, 
the General .Committee and (Assembly) 
District Committees of the Tanimany Hall 
democracy which are councils of voters, 
and date, with many intermediate changes of 
detail, from 1822; thirdly, the voters, usu- 
ally about 90,000, or two-thirds of the entire 
vote of the city, who act in harmony with 
the committees and constitute the Tammany 
hall democracy. 

The Tammany society has passed, during 
its ninety years, through five important ep- 
ochs of evolution, and is now in its sixth. 
From 1789 to 1800 it was anti-monarchical 
hnd anti-foreign, with federalist officers and 
American-Indian costumes, customs, and re 
galia, cultivating a distaste for European 
modes of government by the sedulous sub- 
stitution of certain fancied aboriginal cus- 
toms. Its members discussed political ques- 
tions after the Indian fashion around council 
fires, at which they smoked the traditional 
calumet, assisted, perhaps, 
the traditional fire water. In 1790 they re- 
ceived the Creek Indians, on a visit which 
one of the Tammany sachems had induced 
the Creek chiefs to make to New York, in 
such perfect imitation of the native costume, 
and in such gorgeously savage feathers and 
moceasins, leggings, war-paint, war-clubs, 
and tomahawks, that the Creeks set upa 
whoop of joyful recognition, which the Tam- 
inany braves mistook for the Indian mode 
of saying grace before human carving and 
scattered in a sudden panic. At this inter- 
view Secretary Jefferson, Chief Justice Jay, 
Governor George Clinton, and Mayor Duane 
were present. The Creeks danced and sang 
the E-tho song; the Tammany grand sachem 
assured the Creek grand sachems that the 
spirits of Columbus and Tammany were 
then promenading arm-in-arm through the 
wigwam; the Sagamore of Tammany pre- 
sented the chiefs with the calumet, who in 
musical 
Indian appellations which ought to be im- 
mortal—Tuliva Mico, or Chief of the White 
Town. In the evening the entire party at- 
tended the theatre together, and before they 
left, the Creeks entered into a treaty with 
‘¢ Washington, the beloved, the Sachem of 
the Thirteen Fires.” 

From these fucts it will be easily ander- 
stood how the Tammany society came to 
call its thirteen trustees or directors sachems, 
and its chief officer, selected from among 
the thirteen, its grand sachem; and why it 
included among its officers a sagamore and 
a winskinskie. But the Indien language 
failing to contain any word adequate to ex- 
press either the idea of a secretary or of a 
treasurer, while the necessities of the society

Police Regulations, 

The board of selectmen have issued the 
following set of rules and regulations for the 
government of the police department : 

I. The chief of police shall be the chief 
executive of the police department and shall 
and effi 
ciency. He shall report all instances of dis- 
selectmen. He shall appoint an officer to 
take charge in his absence. 

If. Officers when on duty, except detect- 
ive service, shall wear their badge in full 
no other time, but they shall

Ill. Officers must abstain from all kinds 
of intoxicating liquors, the use of profane or 
indecent language, and smoking when 
duty. 

IV. No regular officer can take a vaca- 
tion without consent of the board of the se- 
lectmen. 

V. The night officers shall report for 
duty at six o'clock, p. m., from April 1 to 
November 1, and at 5 o'clock from Novem 
ber 1 to April 1, and shall remain on duty 
until half past five o’clock, a. m., except 
during the months of December, January 
and February, when they shall remain un-

UNDER AN OAK, at ITAzZon, } 

April 11, 1880. {

process of sending my words over the sea. 
The weather is excessively warm. Our tent 
is open on both sides to catch whatever wind 
comes, but we wait in vain for the cooling 
breath. | have climbed the hillside and 
rested myseir under the only tree that casts 
ashade. The doves that make their home 
in the branches above me have fled at my 
approach with a wild ery of alarm, when I 
would only be too glad to have them stay 
and cheer my solitude with their cooing 
voices. My position as I write overlooks 
the whole plain, marsh and lake called in 
the Bible the ‘‘ waters of Meron.” Just 
north of me on the plain in full view is the 
place where Joshua defeated the united force 
of the Canaanites under Jabin, king of Ha- 
zor. Hazor was probably under the hill 
where our tent is pitched, but no trace of the 
ancient city is left. Just above us, and a 
little way back from the cliff that overhangs 


our camp, is Kedesh, one of the ancient cit- | 


ies of refuge, set apart by Joshua for the es- 
cape of the man-slayer, that he might be safe 
from the avenger of blood till the judges had 
decided whether he were guilty of murder 
or not.

Police Kegulations. 

By the new regulations the extra police 
officers’ pay is limited to five, seven and 
eight dollars a month. They are assigned 
certain regular duty, beside which they 
liable for duty on all holidays, calls from 
citizens, fires in their respective districts, 
and on orders from the chief; all this with-| 
out extra pay. Estimates for the year wert 
made on a basis of six extra officers, but 
fourteen were appointed, one refusing to ac- 
cept. 

‘The police have orders to enforce the liquor 
law and the laws relating to licensed deal- 
ers, their hours of closing, ete.

Letter from Dr. March, 
Ps 
NABLOUS (THE ANCTENT Surenem), } | 
April 18, 1880 { 
To the Wednesday evening meeting 
Our pilgrimage through Palestine finds us | 


at rest again for the Sabbath day by Jacob's 
well, where Jesus rested when weary with 
his journey from Jerusalem to Galilee. 
laka by 
‘waters of Merom,” we have passed 
through seenes of the most sacred interest 
in the gospel story. Following the pathway 
of Jesus from Cmsarea Philippi, we come | 
down to Capernaum, Chorazin, Bethsaida, 
and the sea of Galilee. There we remained 
two days. Fifteen hours of one day we 
spent on the lake in an open boat which we 
took to be patterned after the boat in which 
Simon Peter and his disciples went a-fishing. 
It was large and clumsy, and would hare 
taken a great multitude of fishes ‘‘ to make 
it begin to sink.” We had six oarsmen and 
We visited all | 
the scenes about the lake named in the gos- 


about the sacred waters were engraven upon 
our minds by the sunlight and shadows of 
the changeful day. In the course of the fif- 
teen hours we had cloud and sunshine, calm 
and storm, night and day. We were pass- 
ing from the scene of the feeding of the five 
thousand on the hillside to the east of Beth- 
saida, our oursmen were pulling hard to 
reach Capernaum before dark, as were the 
disciples after the great miracle, when a 
sudden storm-wind came down upon the lake 
and drove us back faster than all the men | 
toiling hard in rowing could drive us for- 
ward. A thin white mist covered the water 
and the mountains, and it seemed as if night- | 
fall had come before sunset. Our oarsmen 
yvave up in despair. One of them “ girt his | 
fisher’s coat unto him, for he,” like Peter, | 
“was naked,” leaped out of the boat when | 
near the shore and with a rope drew us to | 
land. We mounted upon the shoulders of 
boatmen and so passed through the surf 
that was now running wild and high. We 
walked to the eastern side of the Jordan, 
but there was no crossing, and the wind dlew 
so strony that it was difficult to stand against 
it even on solid land. ‘There was nothing to 
do but to lie down as the boatmen did upon 
the dry black sand of the shore, cover our- 
selves with our overcoats and wait for the 
storm to cease. That night we reached our 
tent at Tiberias at ten o'clock, feeling very 
much as [do when finishing a longer voy- 
age over the sea, yet thankful for the provi- 
dential exposition of one remarkable passage 
Passing on the next 
day in our journey, we rode through wind 
and rain over the Mount of the Beatitudes 
and the fields su many times trodden by Je- 
sus in his Galilean ministry, till we came to 
Cana where he did the first of his miracles. 
he rain was so hard and the wind Viu- 
lent that we began negotiations for shelter 
in a wretched stone and mud hovel just like 
fifty others that make up the modern village 
of Cana. But in the meantime the wind 
abated, the rain ceased, and we rode over 
to Nazareth in bright sunlight and there we 
encamped two days. We have been very 
well through all the changes of scene and 
weather on the jonrney. Every day we are 
obliged to climb and descend long lines of 
pathways, rougher, harder, and steeper than 
would be made by riding horses a thousand 
years up and down the steepest and hardest 
hill in Woburn without ever having attempt- 
ed to make a road or remove a stone. Our 
journey yesterday was easy compared with 
some which we had made before. But it 
was very much as if one should mounta 
lean, wiry little horse and ride up the steep- 
est and roughest side of Horn Pond moun- 
tain, arfd keep climbing and descending tll 
he had ¢overed the mountain ten times in 
one day. By that time he would be ready 
to relish a cold lunch and acamp bed at 
night even amid the ash-heaps and refuse 
thrown out from the noisy town of Nablous; 
and so were we. We start tomorrow morn- 
ing for Jerusalem, not knowing what will 
befall us there or on the way, but endeavor- 
ing to take every precaution for our sate ty

The service, he said, 
was a pleasure to the comrades, a willing 
and spontaneous one, and as long as any 
member of the Grand Army lives it will be 
observed. In the war every company, corps 
and division became as one family, and the 
peculiarly intimate ties formed then would 
ever endure. He alluded to several inci 
dents connected with Woburn soldiers; and 
said that a country worth dying for was 
worth living worthily for, and it was one of 
the duties of the former soldiers to see to it 
that it was made indeed a free country. 
The motto should be ‘* One country and one 
destiny,” and the prayer should not be for 
God to bless the north or the south, the east 
or the west, but for God to bless America. 
After these remarks the graves were deco- 
rated with wreaths of immortelles and ever- 
lasting and a pot of flowers, during which 
time the band played ‘* Nearer my God to 
Thee.” The return to town was by way of 
Salem street, the Post disembarking some 
distance from Main street and marching to 
Grand Army hall, where they were dis- 
missed. 

The program for the afternoon exercises 
contemplated leaving Armory hall at two 
o'clock, but for some cause the procession 
did not get started for the cemetery until 
nearly three. About fifty members ofthe G. A, 
R., fifty-six boys—sons of soldiers—the band 
and boys’ drum corps, and a carriage con- 
taining Rev. V. M. Simons and comrade 
Porter were in the line, which proceeded to 
the cemetery, where the graves were quietly 
decorated without any ceremonies except a 
prayer by Post-Chaplain Mason and music by 
the band, The return was via Charles, 
Main, Johnson, Franklin and Winn streets 
to the armory, where a halt was made of 
halfan hour. ‘Then the column marched to 
Grand Army hall, where the post, the band 
and invited guests were served with a boun- 
tiful collation by the Ladies’ Relief corps. 
Owing to the lateness of the hour the after- 
supper speeches were dispensed with and the 
Post dismissed until seven o'clock. 

The exercises of the evening were listened 
to by a fair-sized audience, although Ly- 
ceum hall was not full. The band played 
selections, Adjutant Mann read the 
general orders from the Grand Army head- 
quarters relative to the observance of Deco- 
ration Day, and Rev. V. M. Simons of the 
Methodist church offered prayer. The 
double male quartette sang ‘* Comrades, we 
after which comrade ‘T. 
H. Hill was introduced by Commander Rich- 
ardson and spoke as follows :- 
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audience accompanied by the band. The 
double male quartet which sang during the 
evening was composed of Messrs. Bancroft, 
Merrill, Kimball, Dobson, Hall, Woods, 
Thompson and Robie All the arrange- 
ments were carried out with no serious 
hitches or delays, and it was perfectly quiet 
and orderly about town, so far as we can 
learn. 


1880. 
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Letter from Dr. March. 
Jenusaiem, April 23, 1880 

To the Wednesday evening meeting: —Lam 
happy to date this letter from the city to 
which millions of hearts have been drawn 
with varied interest from the ends of the 
earth. IT am writing at my tent door in 
sight of the tower of David and the walls of 
Zion. We have compassed the whole cir- 
cuit of the city outside of the walls twice, 
have been over and around Olivet 
have traversed the whole region about Beth- 
lehem, and have examined 
the views of the much varied associations in 
and about the Holy City. Coming up from 
Shechem we followed the track, so far as 
known, which was taken by Jesus and his 
disciples. We camped for the night under 
the hill of Bethel. We passed Gilead of 
Saul, where the first king of Israel had his 
home, the little valley where David and 
Jonathan parted for the last time, and we 
pitched our tent outside of Jerusalem within 
a stone’s throw of the spot where millions 
believe Jesus was crucified and buried. We 
shall take a different route on our return 
northward to Lebanon, so as to see atill 
more of the land hallowed in sacred story 
and embalmed in sacred affection. We 
hope to reach our mountain home in Leba- 
non about the 10th of May. On our way 
back, I may not have an opportunity to mail 
another letter for two weeks. IL wrote to 
you from Melaker and from Shechem, I 
ama little afraid that the letters failed to 
reach you. There is so much uncertainty 
about the transmission of letters in this coun- 
try and about everything else, that our 
American feeling of order and responsibility 
is sorely taxed as we pass along. I trust 
that in good time I shall see your faces 
again, and that I shall be able to give you 
the fruits of my journey. It has been safe 
and successful so far, and I hope it 
continue to be so to the end. And _ this 
one conclusion is pressed upon me every 
day by everything that [ see and hear in 
this so-called ‘* Holy Land,” namely,—there 
is more holy land in America than in Pal- 
estine. The Zion that stirs our heart 
and lifts up our hopes is not here, but in 
the land where the Gospel has been received 
with the mostintelligent and practical faith. 
If I were to describe to you what I see ev- 
ery hour in and about Jerusalem in literal 


terms, the language would be so gross and 


shocking that you would not read this lette 
in your meeting. It is only when I have 
finished the walks of the day, and have 


come into my tent and the door is shut, and | 


[ sit down to meditate, that I see the Jeru 
salem of our christian faith in the past, and 
my hopes and visions are carried forward to 
the Jerusalem of the blessed future. Ever 
since the days of Abraham and Melchise- 
deck this hill on which I write has borne the 
name of Peace. Yesterday I sat under an 
olive below the hill of Bethlehem, taking my 
Monday rest on the flelds where the angels 
sang the song of peace for all the earth and 
forall time. In sight of my tent door is the 


spot where Christ breathed the blessing of | 


peace on his disciples after his triumph over 
death. May that blessing of peace be in 


your hearts and bind you to Christ and to | 


each other in bonds of faith and affection 
forever. In such bonds of faith and affec- 
tion, [am most truly your friend and pas- 
tor, Danie Marcu.

Early Friday morn- 
ing, after an all night session, the conven- 
tion nominated James B. Weaver of Iowa 
for president and B. J. Chambers of Texas 
for vice-president.

Yesterday was a busy day for the school 
committee and all connected with the 
schools, It was the inauguration of the 
closing exercises which are to continue until 
the end of next week. It a season of 
interest to parents and to all who realize that 
the public schools are the foundation as well 
as safety of all republican governments. It 
was our privilege, which we took occasion 
to improve, to be present in several rooms, 
and we feel like indorsing all that has been 
said in praise of the excellent system which 
prevails. We took occasion to make some 
inquiries concerning the schools which have 
already closed and are pleased to learn that 
the opinion is general that the exercises 
Rave been of more than ordinary interest. 
Among the points of interest may be men- 
tioned the self-confidence of the children and 
theclear tones of voice heard in every part 
ofthe room. The perfect ease with which 
everything was said and done showed that 
the child nature is not restrained as in former 
years. ‘The hand-writing was of marked 
excellence, .nd the work being performed 
in the presence of visitors showed it to be 
the honest work of the scholars. We under- 
stand that the children learn to read without 
books by means of objects and crayon in the 
hands of the teacher, who uses only script 
letters and complete sentences, and that 
occasionally a parent who sees his child go 
to school day after day withouta book, feels 
that something is wrong; but invariably he 
is surprised in a short time at the progress 
made in both reading and writing. We 
noticed tables at which numbers are tanght 
by handling and counting different objects 
after the manner of the Kindergarten. We 
observed also in a grammar school a square

Doubtless there are but few among us to-day, who 
can bring to mind the tall, stalwart youth, whose 
memory the portrait, now deposited in the armory, 
commemorates, as one of the fallen heroes of the 
war. Among those who enjoyed the honor of his ac 
quaintance and friendship he was bighly esteemed 
while living, and his untimely death in the strength 
and flower of his young manhood, as a martyr to 
his country’s cause, was sincerely mourned both by 
his comrades and distant friends. His strength of 
character, tenacity of purpose, determination to ac 
complish all that he undertook, solid integrity and 
purity of motive, as evinced in his youthful career as 
a student, contending with untoward circumstances 
before which one less persistent and conscientious 
might well succumb, gave promise of a future career 
which would enable him to make his mark in the 
community about him—a career, perhaps not as bril- 
liant as some, but one whieh endures and results in 
lasting benefit to all. He was in every sense a noble 
specimen of American youth, both physically and 
morally. But his pure patriotism led him to other 
and untried fields of duty, on which he was fated to 
fall, and he became the true, tried and faithful sol- 
dier; otherwise he could not be. As, doubtless, if 
spared to civil life, he would have devoted his best 
energies and talents to benefit his fellow-men, so, in 
the ordination of events,in his death he became a 
martyr to the cause of universal liberty and a united 
country at the v crisis of the nation’s fate, thus 
forestalling, perhaps, his intended consecration to 
the welfare of humanity. Well was his name enti- 
tled to be enrolled among the heroes of the war, and 
well was his portrait placed among the scores of 
fallen heroes, whose memories were thus perpet- 
uated, and who perhaps might have died as more 
brilliant and daring soldiers; but none could excel 
Comrade Sanborn in purity of motive, excellence of 
conduct, and faithfulness to duty, even unto death. 
Well did Woburn recognize the virtues and glorious

Mr. Enrror:—Last Monday forenoon I 
was one of the goodly number who attended 
the excercises at the closing of the spring 
term and the school year of the high school, 
and [ was very much pleased with most that 
I saw and heard. There was one litth 
defect however which I would like to bring 
to the notice of the teachers and the commit- 
Some of the recitations were very 
much marred by the indistinct tone in whic! 
|} answers were given. Isat within ten feetot 
a broad-shouldered young man who recited 
in English literature and I am now in utter 
ignorance of the question he had given him 
or the answer he made. (The questions 
were written on slips of paper, and the pupil 
read them and gave the answer. There 
were several other young men in this class 
and other classes as well, whose answers | 
utterly failed to catch. And this defect 
exists mainly among the young men. It is 
not that they do not speak sufliciently loud, 
but that they mouth what they attempt t 
say in such a shocking manner as to make it

attempt to make sense out of the inarticu 
late gurgle, which does not deserve the nami 
of speech, Where does the fault lie? With 
the teacher, the committee, or with the 
scholar alone?
